LONDON, April 2.—Major C. 
H. Douglas, back in London afier 
a brief absence, said today he is 
keeping in touch with Social 
Credit developments in Alberta 
but in an entirely unofficial way.

NEW YORK, April 2. — The 
one-day soft coal strike was set- 
tled this afternoon by an agree-

London Scene Of Bad Ac- 
cident On 60-Foot High 


LONDON, April 2. — Eight 
persons were killed today and 
more than 40 injured when two 
suburban trains, erowded with |

What is more—they say 
there never was, other than a merely temporary 
commercial surplus produced by two very fav- 
orable growing seasons in all the great expo! ting 
countries. And still further, that there has been 
actual under-production every year since 1930 

The admission comes late, but it comes from 
high authority. And it is emphasized by appre- 
hension, approaching panic, in the old lands at 
the possibility of near-famine prices for bread 
some months hence. Crop failures over any of 
the great growing areas of the northern hemis- 
phere would put the world on short bread 
rations; that seems to be the accepted prediction 

It is time now to hear from the crop-cur- 
tailers who were so busy in Canada—and clse- 
where—up to a year or so ago telling the farm- 
ers to stop growing so much wheat. Wheat- 
growing in western Canada, they said, was fin- 
ished as a profitable business. Farmers would 
have to grow something else—what, not stated. 
Prices would never come back. The former 
importing countries were “growing their own” 
and would go on doing it. The exporting coun- 
tries were permanently ruled out of their mar- 
kets. There was nothing for it but “economic 
nationalism” applied to wheat-production. The 
exporting countries would have to eat what 
they grew, and stop growing more than they 
could eat. 

All this was dinned into the ears of the 
western farmer with a confidence that admitted 
of no doubt and scoffed at argument. Where 
was there a chance to sell wheat in the new 
economically nationalized world, or would there 
ever be” 

This line of “bunk” may have been handed to 
the farmer in good faith. What it did was to ob- 
scure the fact that there never was too much 
wheat in the world; but that stupid trade policies 
and equally stupid monetary policies were 
cheating the grower out of his wages and ruin- 
ing him to boot

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. K. D. S. wants to know: 
“What makes my little boy sleep with his mouth 
open”? During the day he breathes through his 
nose but at night he breathes through the 
mouth.” 

ANSWER: The principal cause of mouth- 
breathing during sleep in the young child 1s an 
enlargement of the adenoid tissue. Occasionally, 
the interference with normal breathing arises 
from chronic nasal obstruction due to catarrh. 
Mouth-breathing is undesirable for several rea- 
sons and may in time cause facial defects. I have 
prepared an article on Adenoids which will be 
you and which answers some of the 
common questions about enlarged adenoids 
This article is availabie to any one desiring ‘a 
copy and may be secured by writing to me in 
care of this newspaper and enclosing one large, 
self-addressed stamped envelope.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

In the State of Washington where all public 
offices are decided by vote, a popular orchestra 
conductor was elected as Lieut.-Governor two 
or three years ago. 

When a Hollywood studio made the film 
“Thanks a Million”, it paid the Lieut.-Governor 
of Washington a tribute. It had one of its char- 
acters, an orchestra leader, say, “I see that in 
the State of Washington they made an orchestra 
leader Lieutenant-Governor. I ought to be able 
to become anything after that.” 

Shades of Samuel Smiles and the “Self-Help” 
series! Instead of accepting the speech as a 
tribute to his success, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has started suit against the film company for 
slander. He calculates the damages done to his 
artistic and political prestige at $250,000—or at 
the rate of $10,000 a word for the twenty-five 
words of the little speech. 

I wouldn't mind becoming Lieut.-Governor 
of Alberta if only some wealthy film corpora- 
tion would slander me good and plenty by hav- 
ing a character say, “I see that in Alberta they 
have made a newspaper columnist Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor. I ought to be able to become anything 
after that.” 

These orehestra leaders have all the luck. 


A lawyer friend tells me that many a man 
is made the victim of “nuisance” suits when he 
lives in one province and has business interests 
in another. Clever claimants, or their advisers, 
count that under such circumstance a man 
threatened with suit will settle for a small sum 
rather than spend money on travel and time 
away from his regular work to contest a suit— 
especially where there is no hope of recovering 
costs if the action is dismissed. 

One reason why it is hopeless for unknown 
writers to send scenarios to the Hollywood stud- 
jos and expect a reading, is that the studios, 
having had to face many suits founded on alleg- 
ed plagiarism, now refuse to read uninvited 
scenarios. There are only about a couple of 
dozen dramatic situations in life, and it is dif- 
ficult to prove that a dramatic situation used in 
a film production was not taken from or adapted 
from a manuscript that had been read and re- 
jected. 

A couple of author friends tell me their con- 
tracts with publishing houses contain a clause 
obligating them to refuse to read any other 
writer's manuscript. Anything sent to them with 
a request for reading or opinion, whether from 
friend or from unknown, must be returned un- 
opened. It saves them a waste of time, but the 
real purpose of the publisher is to protect him- 
self from suits for plagiarism. Even exneri- 
enced and versatile writers like H. G. Wells 
and Eugene O'Neill have had to face plagiarism 
suits. Costing small fortunes to defend, they 
were brought by unknown writers who had sent 
their M.S. to the authors with a request for a 
fraternal opinion. 


Doctors, too, are easy marks for blackmail 
and conspiracy. One man whem I know admits 
paying to an unknown woman who disarranged 
her clothing end threatened to scream if he 
didn't hand over some money. The medicai as- 
sociations have had to give serious consideration 
to means of combatting spurious malprectice 
sults 

In his autobiography, Doctor Adolf Lorenz, 
famous Austrian orthopzedist and founder of 
modern orthopaedy, confessed to having been 
made a’ victim of blackmail and conspiracy on 
several occasions. On his two American visits 
the amounts claimed in indemnity actions 
totalled half a million dollars. The largest and 
flagrant claim occurred in New Jersey. Lorenz 
received a writ demanding $450,000. Neither 
Lorenz nor his assistant could remember the 
plaintiff, though it turned out he had called 
upon Lorenz for advice on an operation. The 
basis of his claim was that following an opera- 
tion by Loreng he was unable to sit or drive 
his car, and that his hip had become stiff. 

The fraudulent plaintiff overlooked one im- 
portant matter. On the day Lorenz was alleged 
to have performed the operation, he was 
actually on board ship in the Bay of Naples, 
instead of being in an operating room in New- 
ark, N.J. Confronted with this serious flaw in 
his case, the plantiff decided to discontinue ruit. 

One threat that Lorenz settled by payment 
of heavy indemnity was made by a lawyer in 
Hungary, who had undergone operation for 
progressive ankylosis of the spine. The patient 
was so bent, his face turned to the ground, He 
could not look anyone in the face or plead in 
court. 

After the Lorenz operation the patient claim- 
ed his condition was far worse. He said it had 
caused paralysis of both legs as well as of 
bladder and bowels. Though X-ray pictures 
showed no legion of the, spine, Lorenz said he 
felt like a criminal under the bitter reproaches 
of the Jawyer. Under threat of suit Lorenz con- 
sented to pay a considerable indemnity, half 
down and the balance a year later shouid no 
improvement ensue in the man’s condition. 

Reports on the poor lawyer at the end of 
the year indicated his condition had beccme 
chronic.

“Ducks Unlimited” hopes to be 
able to assist farmers who suffer 
severe losses to their crops by other 
methods which can be employed in 
lessening the trouble. 

It should be further recognized 
that the tourist trade in Alberta is 
one of great importance ang ac- 
cording to the statistics printed by 
the Dominion Government is recog- 
nized as the third largest trade of 
the Dominion.

SOLUTION IS SIMPLE | 

The solution of our problems is 
so simple as to be staggering. The 
nation can finance our public works, 
the homes of the people, and such 
services as we wish to serve us at 
cost, such as railway transporta- 
tion, hydro, ete. at just the cost of 
issuing and recalling our modern 
book money, which would be but 
a frection of one per cent, per an-/ 
num, and doing so will not inter- 
fere with private profit in the con- 
struction of homes and in all other 
enterprises in which we wish to 
encourage and reward individual 
initiative. 

By issuing money for these pur-| 
poses through our existing federal 
provincial and municipal treasury 
departments and recalling it, 
through our taxation departments, 
on a safe amortization basis, that is, 
as the specific units for which it is 
issued depreciate, the cost would be 
so small that it could be borne in 
general taxation. This procedure, 
automatically does away with all 
internal public debt and the mort- | 
gages on the homes of the people, 
yet does not interfere in private 
productive enterprise, except to the 
extent that we wish to operate cer-| 


tain public services at cost. 
FROM SOUND BASE 
An examination of the normal |
